HE OXFORD BAPTIST ASSOCIATION met in 
Tt its Thirty-seventh Annual Session with the Yo- 
cona Church on the 5th day of September, A. 

D. 1906.

L. P. Leavell serves notice that at the next session 
a resolution will be introduced to effect, that tha letters 
be turned over to committee, which shall tabulate the 
information and report same to the Association, thus 
saving the Association several hours of time on the 
first day.

REPORT ON PUBLICATIONS. . 

Every important interest has its organ in this age 
of progress. Let the religious people learn a lesson from 
the children of the world in this matter. The farmer, 
the lawyer, the merchant, and the school teacher each 
has his journal, and certainly religion is of more impor- 
tance than any of these and should also have its jour- 
nal. Our journals Promote the consciousness of the 
onenesse—of the solidarity of our people. We are one, 
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we have acommon purpose and aim and we should 
do whatever is possible to realize it. And, too, they 
bring us face to face, though we be sundered far, and 
enables us to sympathizé with and to: appreciate one- 
another. 

Again, our periodicals create and sustains a spirit of 
unity, without, no great work could be accomplished. 
The knowledge gained through them enables the strong 
to help the weak, and that, in an intelligent way. For 
instance, our knowledge of most all of our mission en- 
terprisos comes to us through our journals. Our peri- 
odricals are the journals of the church end form the 
only trustworthy source of imformation concerning the 
life and the activity of God’s people. That book that 
we call Acts is the inspired fore-runner of all such 
journals. 

Religious periodricals form a large part of the reli- 
gious literature of the present day—all that you will 
find in many homes. Proof of their value is found in 
the fact that those who read mission jeurnals are in- 
variably the ones who are the most zealous for missions, 
and those who read denominational papers are ever 
those who are interested in denominational institutions 
and enterprises.

REPORT ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION. 


Christian Education seeks to develop Christian 
character, which is man’s highest attainment. Educa- 
may, or may not bea blessing, but Christian educaiton 
blesses in every phrase of life, and fits man for the pur- 
pose of his living, which is ‘‘to honor God, to benefit 
mankind, to serve with lofty gifts the lowly needs of the 
poor race for which the God—man died.’’ Education is 
gold, but Christian Education is very fine gold. 

We rejoice, as Baptists, in the blessing of God up- 
on our Christian schools. It cannot be truthfully said 
that Baptists are ignorant. Baptist schools are many 
and flourishing. In Mississippi the graduates of Missis- 
sippi College can be fuund in almost every public office; 
on the Supreme Bench, in the State Superintendent of 
Education’s office; in the Circuit and Chancery Court; 
in legistative halls in both Senate and House; in the 
faculties of hundreds of schocls, and in colleges and 
universties; in the majority of our leading pulpits, and 
as superintendents and teachers in our Sunday Schools. 
Our female schools are giving our State hundreds of 
day school teachers, hundreds of competent church 
workers, and to them as mothers, sisters and makers of 
homes is largely due credit for the influences that have 
gone far to make Mississippi the most conservative, 
most temperate and most religious state in the great 
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sisterhood of states of our beloved Southland. We 
believe in Christian education and, as Baptists we are 
willing to put our energies and our money into our 
schools. God speed che day when there will be a Bap- 


tist High School, or Academy in every Association in 
our State. 


Your committee recommends that we support Blue 
Mountain and Hillman College for girls, and Mississippi 
College for young men. We recommend further that 
all Churches make the month of November “College 
Month,”’ and raise liberal subscriptions for the building 
movement of said college. This movement is to raise 
from Mississippi Baptists $75,000 by January Ist, 1907, 
in order to secure the gift of $25,000 from the General 
Educational Board; the raising of the $75,000 will also 
secure from Mr. Carnegie a gift of $20,000 for endow- 
ment. We note with pleasure that the Jennings family, 
of Water Valley, will give $20,000 for a memoria! build- 
ing to the late Bro. T. D. Jennings. 


We rejoice in the growth of our Seminary at Louis- 
ville. This institution is the property of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, of which we are a part. It trains 
our ministers and missionaries and is recognized as one 
of the world’s greatest seminaries; it is sound in doc- 
trine, strong in Scholarship, and intensely missionary 
in spirit. One-half of its last graduating class went 
out as Foreign Missionaries. We pledge it our support.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

Committee, it is wise to 
keep our people’s attention called to the authority for 
the work we call Foreign Missions, missions beyond the 
sea. The authority for world-wide missions is co-ex- 
tensive with the authority of Jesus Christ as proven by 
Matt. 28:18-19. If anyone is appalled by the magni- 
tude of the work we invite that one to read Matt. 28 :20, 
where the master gives us the assurance of his abiding 


In the judgment of your 
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presence, to the end af the struggle. 

A retrospect of our foreign mission work'in Misis- 
cippi for last year brings many echoes of good cheer, 
but it also brings a note of sadness. For the first time 
in several years our Foreign Mission Board was .com- 
pelled to announce a debt, of about $20,000, to the Sou- 
thern Baptist Convention at Chattanooga last May. 
This is additionally sad to Mississippi Baptists when we 
realize that we fell about $7,000 below our apportion- 
tionment. Inthe opening sentence of the report on 
Foreign Missions to the State convention fat Tupelo, 
July, 1905, we find the following impressions: Nobody 
can read the record of last year’s work by Southern 
Baptists in pagan and papal lands without offering the 
sacrifice of thanksgiving in word and substance. They 
are becoming to us and acceptable to God. It isa story 
that thrills our soul and issues a clarion’s call to action, 
‘‘Awake, Awake! Put on thy strength, Oh Zion!” 
While the sentiments expressed here are true, there is 
greater need that Mississippi Baptists head the pro- 
phetic call to Awake!” to-day than there was fourteen 
months ago. The work last year was blessed of God in 
foreign lands in many ways, notable among them being 
14 more baptisms than the previous year. Contribu- 
tions were larger also by $31,833.00, but still the funds 
were far below the needs of the work. Other marks of 
progress are seen by the establishment of seminaries, 
schools and colleges for aative workers, together with 
hospitals, despensaries forthe sick, and publishing 
houses, where papers, tracts and other denominational 
literature is published in the native languages. 

Your Committee in this work believing that interest 
this work will use with information about it, would 
recommend that our people read the report of our For- 


eign Mission Board, printed in the Southern Baptist 
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Convention Annualof 1906, on pages 62-165, where 
they may find full details of the Board and its work. 

We also recommend a prayerful consideration of 
the needs and magnitude of this work in its rightful re- 
lations to all our gather demominational work. 

Finaliy we recommend that the pastors and other 
leaders in the churches of this Association strive to see 
that ourlchurches do their whole duty in helping to raise 
the amount of money apportioned to Mississippi for 


Foreign Missions this year.

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 
BRETHREN: 

In reporting on State Missions, your Committee feel 
the task not poorly done, did we but refer to your An- 
nual Minutes of 1896, wherein our dearly beloved but 
lamented Brother, B.T. Kimbrough, Sr, so clearly 
wrote of ‘*State Missions as a factor in civic affairs and 
maintenance of good citizenship, a basic plan for State 
pride and patriotism; and to report made in 1904, 
by Bro. J. W. Lee, wherin is found, asif by inspiration, 
before us “nuggets” of Scripture emphasizing ‘‘the 
great commission,” precious promises and blessings at- 
tendant, the glorious work of ‘‘the saved’’ working to 
save others, ‘till the soul yearns to participate and 
craves to be informed and fitted for the service. Then 
again, Minutes of 1905, Bro. H. L. Johnson on ‘‘State 
Missions,”’ earnestly pointing to the *‘the open doors,”’ 
the broadening opportunities with broadening statistics, 
rejoicing in the proven truth that the gospel is the 
power of God unto salvation to them that believe, and 
that his word shall not return unto him void, but shall 
accomplish that whereunto he hath sent it. Brethren, 
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turn toand read again these reports, for it will do 
you good. 

This year has been full of work. Wider fields have 
been brought before us; new territory, new enterprises, 
new thoroughfares, rapidly increasing citizenship, new 
commercial centers with recognized advancing financial 
progress, and the human family going, going, with 
maddening pace after the ‘“‘mighty dollar,’’ and despe- 
rately in love with the world and the things of the world. 

Oh, Brethren! Should not God’s people be urged 
to a serious consideration of the paramount question of 
“State Missions,”’ as we need to interpret it? Missions 
in our State, our Oxford Association, our local church- 
es, our own families and hearts. Are any of these 
money mad? Are any of these in love with the world? 
Are we not calling more loudly for men to occupy and 
possess attractive and commanding positions in influetial 
commercial centers than for evangelistic workers and 
soul winners? Are not the town centers more attractive 
than the country fields and more stress on preachers 
for these pulpits than for State evangilization? Are 
not our churches too much devoted to sociology? Are 
not our people gone daft about entertainments, clubs, 
unions and societies?

Let ug emphasize that our people need, 95 
the days go by, to Have more intimate and vital per- 
sonal knowledge of the needs of missions at our own 
doors? Stress must be laid upon mission education. 
Information and investment of self begets interest. Men 
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and women ignorant of a cause will scarcely be zeal- 
ous in the work. The needs of the situation must be 
laid upon the hearts to secure active, loving response. 
A conviction of suffering, present or to come; facts that 
touch the soul; a system of missionary education 
brought to our own homes and individual hearts, ought, 
by some one, some how, some where, be made active 
operation.

ed on the subject of Evangelism, as to-day. Possibly 
never before have so many churches been blesssd with 
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zroat revival meetings. Pastors are preaching with 
iarvelous success to the unconverted, and Christian 
people have in many p!aces learned the sweetest of all 
joys, the joy of leading sinners to the Savior. 

During the past year there happened many things 
of interest in this work of evangelism. We note espe- 
cially the great cities in which campaigns were urged. 
Louisville, Atlanta, Dallas, Philadelphia, Syracuse, and 
Paduca were especially successful and reported thous- 
ands of conversions. The Southern Baptist Convention 
at Chattanooga gave a!l of Sunday afternoon to discus- 
sion of evangelism; Dr. J. B. Gambrell said it was by 
long odds the most telling hour of that convention he 
ever witnessed. That discussion was closed by the 
memorial address of Dr. Broughton of Atlanta, whose 
final words brought the Convention to its knees in 
earnest prayer that God will make all of us soul winners 
and fire our churches todo their great work in this 
matter. 

We rejoice in the appointment of Dr. W. W. Hamil- 
ton, of Louisville, as leader in the evangelistic move- 
mentin the Southern Baptist Convention. Let us 
follow him with our progress and watch our papers for 
accounts of his work. 

The Oxford Association has been marvelously 
blessed in evangelistic werk the past year. Possibly 
no one here ever heard of such meetings as at Oxford, 
with over 300 conversions; Water Valley, with over 
500; Clear Creek, with over 90 additions; Batesville, 
with over 90; Yellow Leaf, with over 30; 8 baptisms 
each at Paris and Taylor. Good meetings are reported 
in many other churches in our bounds; the total addi- 
tions to the church is over 600.

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CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE 1. The Association shall be called the 
Oxford Baptist Association, which shall meet annually, 
The object of this union shall be to cultivate fraternal 
intercourse and love between the Churches composing 
this body, and unite their efforts in the great work of 
advancing the Redeemer’s kingdom. In the prosecu- 
tion of these objects the dissimination of the Gospel by 
missionary operations, both home and abroad, shall re- 
ceive their encouragement, fostering care and support. 
It shall be the aim of this Association to promote the 
cause of Sabbath Schools, also-the interest of general 
education and more especially the education of the 
Ministry. All Christian and charitable enterprises shal! 
receive their encouragement, among which the sup- 


port of super-anuated and worn-out Ministers shall 
receive special attention. 


Art. 2. Each Church belonging to this Associa- 
tion shall be entitled to three representatives until the 
number of members reaches twenty-five, and one dele- 
gate for every twenty-five; provided, in no case shall 
any Church have more than eight delegates. 


ART. 3. The delegates present representing 
Churches, shall, during the session, present their letters 
of correspondence, which must state their appointment, 
together with the number of members in fellowship, the 
number baptized, received by letter, restored, dismissed 
by letter, excluded and died during the year. 


ArT. 4. Any Church of this Association ‘failing to 
represent herself at one meeting will be expected to 
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state the reason at the néxt meeting, and any Church 
thus failing at two successive meetings, the Association 
may consider her dropped from her number, or may ap- 
point a committee to inquire into cause of such failure. 


Art. 5. Other Churches approving our Articles of 
Faith, and desiring to act and live in friendship with us, 
may be admitted to this body by signifying their ap- 
proval and desire by delegates and letters. 


ArT. 6. This Association shall have a Moderator, 
Treasurer and Clerk, who shall be chosen by a ballot at 
each annual meeting as soon as the letters from the 
Churches are read and the names of the delegates en- 


rolled. A majority of the votes cast being necessary 
to an electiun. 


ART. 7, Membership in this Association shall be 
essential to eligibility to any office within the body. 


ART. 8. This Association shall have no power to 
adopt rules or institute proceedings that shall infringe 
upon ee independence or rights of Churches; but it 
may When requested by a Church in its letter or corres- 
pondence, and not otherwise, give advice to such body, 


and it may seperate from such Churches as are known 
to walk disorderly. 


ART. 9. This Asssciation may correspond by letter 


or messenger with other representative members of the 
Baptist denomination. 


ART. 10. This Association shall, at its annual 
meeting, appoint an Executive Board, composed of as 
many members as there shall be Churches represented, 


with five additional members living in the same Vicinity, 
any five of whom shall constitute a quorum. Each 
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Church shall have the privilege of nominating its own 
member of the Board. Said Board shall elect its own 
officers and shall have power to transact the business of 
Association when the Association is not in session, and 
for this purpose meet as often as the Chairman shal! 
deem necessary. An annual report of the proceedings 
of the Board shall be made to the Association. 


ArT. 11. The constitution may be altered or 
amended at any regular meeting by a majority of two- 
thirds of the members present, providing the proposition 
to change be made at a previous meeting. 


RULES OF DECORUM. 





ArT. 1. This Association shall be opened and 
closed by prayer. 


ArT. 2. The Moderator shall be considered Judge 


of Order, and shall have discretionary right to call to 
order at any time. 


ArT. 3. Any member not satisfied at his decision 


may appeal to the Association the same day, but at no 
other time. 


ArT. 4. The Moderator shall have the same privi- 
lege of speech as any other member of the body; pro- 
vided he call some other brother to the chair; but shall 
not be permitted to vote except in case of tie. 


ArT. 5. Every motion made in order and seconded 
after sufficient time for discusslon, shall be, by the 
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Moderator, put to a vote of the Association, a majority 
of whom shall govern, and the descision shall be pub- 
licly annpunced by the Moderotor 


ArT, 6. But one member shall speak at a time who 
shall rise to his feet and address the Moderator; and the 
Moderator, when addressed by a member for permission 
to speak,‘ shall signify the same by naming the person 
or otherwise. 


ArT. 7. Every member, in addressing the body, 
must confine his remarks to the subject under discus- 
sion and no member shall be interrupted while speaking, 


unless he departs from ‘the subject, or uses words of 


personal reflection, 


ArT. &. The application of ‘Brother’ shall be 
used in our addresses. 


ART. 9. No member shall be allowed to speak 
more than twice on the same subject without leave from 
the Association, nor more than once until all have had 
an opportunity of speaking. 


ArT. 10. No member shall be at liberty to absent 


himself during the hours of business without leave from 
the Moderator. 


ArT. 11. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep 
a correct record of the Proceedings of the Association 
and submit the same for correction of the Association 
at the close of each session, and to preserve a file of 
the proceedings of the body. 


ArT. 12. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to 
receive all moneys received for Associational purposes 
and pay them over by order of the body. 


ArT. 13. In case of a motion to suspend any rules 
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of the Association a vote of two-thirds shall be 
necessary. 


ART. 14. The roll of delegates shall be called at 
the close of each session, and the absentees without 
permissicn shal] be designated upon the minutes as such 
without leave from the Moderator. 
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
